action thereon: 
“ It recom m ended 
im provem ent 
o f Saline river at an estim ated cost 
(revealed in Daily R egister story 
J u n e 12) of $5,970,000. consisting of 
$5,596,000 for construction work to 
be perform ed by the United States 
and $374,000 to be borne by local 
in terest for land> and right-of-way, 
highw ay bridges and utility a l a r 
ations. 
“ Local interests will be req uired 
to make a cash contribution of 15 
p e r cent on the cost of construction, 
presently 
estim ated 
at 
$840,000 
On this basis, the federal cost is 
estim ated at $4,756,000 and cost to 
local interests at $1,214,000.”

From Cisterns 


You can make cistern water us­ 
able for everything but drinking 
by using ,i heavy dosage of chlo­ 
rinated lime or bleaching powder. 
Frank Andrew, extension agri­ 
cultural engineer at th*- University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
says the bleach will have a strong 
smell for a day or so 
But it will 
go away and leave your cistern 
water free from harmful germs 
and had odors. 
It is possible to help prevent: 
a cistern horn developing disagree ! 
able smells by cleaning it our thor­ 
oughly and then installing a filter 
and a rain switch 
This switch 
allows the rain to wash the root 
dirt away before it turns the run-1 
oil water into the cistern. 
In spite of all your precautions, 
Andrew says, you can't keep all 
leaves and insects, or even a mouse 
once iii a while, from getting in 
and causing musty odors. 
Then 
you can use a chemical treatment 
ol lune or bleach 
This treatment 
is especially useful iii dry weather 
when a low supply of water might 
make you hesitate to drain it away 
to clean the cistern

In a large bin of stored grain 
w atch out f or high moist un- spots 
These constitute a danger from 
overheating even though the mois­ 
ture content average tor the total 
bin is relatively low

A heavier type ham 
mer is handy and makes const ruc­ 
tion work ca ier wit ii such native 
lumber.

A good farm safety habit is to 
alwuys lock together the tractor 
brakes when

Bowers says four miles an hour

To calculate how much acreage 
| you sprayed in one round, multi­ 
ply the width of the sprayer by 
the distance you traveled in feet, 
and divide by 43,560. 
Divide the 
amount of water needed to refill 
the tank by the acreage sprayed 
to get the rate of application in 
gallons per acre 
If you find that the rate of ap­ 
plication is more than you need, 
advance the throttle one notch 
and make another test round

you are not nutting enough spray 
material on the ground, slow down 
a little.
